INTRODUCTION 

This bibliography covers the natural history found in 
New York City. Most of the books cited were published in the 
last 20 years in city flora and fauna only recently beca^iie a 
popular subject. All of the books listed are available on 
interlibrary loan from the Brooklyn or New York Public Libraries. 

The ERIC titles could be found in most large college 
libraries on microfiche or from ERIC itself in jnicrofiche or 
paper format. Allt^ainphlets listed can currently be obtained 
from the publishers. The Leaflets can only be obtained from the 
Kuseum of Natural History. They are each about 30 pag'^s long 
and the museum charges 2$ cents per Xerox copy (2 pages can go 
on 1 Xerox page). 

The serials listed only serve as an introduction to the 
popular material on the subject. The groups tend to focus their 
attention on the cities natural history and for the most part are 
based in Nev; York. The material listed under Staten Island Advance 
gives a sample of the type of information given in local papers 
and smaller museums.
